Iranian gunboats, meanwhile, 
attacked a Liberian tanker and a 
Spanish refrigerator ship near 
the Strait of Hormuz today. 

Aage Holstad, of Singapore- 
based Viking Management 
which manages one of the tank- 
ers, told Norwegian radio by tele- 
phone from the Gulf today that 
54 crewmen were missing 
presumed dead and only four 
survived Saturday's attack. 

Oslo shipping sources, in 
touch with Norwegians holding 
financial stakes in. the vessels, 
said dozens of Iranians at the 
Kharg island oil te rminal, where 
tbeships werehifby Iraqi missil es 
as they prepared to load oil, were 
killed or injured. 

Missing 

Both vessels, the. 316,739- 
tonne Avaj and the ‘253;387- 
tonne Sanandaj, were still on fire 
today.. 

They said a Swedish officer 
was among the missing and the 
four who survived were 
Filipinos. There was no word on 
the nationality of other casualties 
or on how badly the Iranian ter- 
minal had been damaged, they 
said. 


“I wouldn't think the missing 
crew are alive now. since they 
were attacked on Saturday," one 
shipping source said. 

There has been little informa- 
tion and thesourcessaid Iran was 
unhappy about details of such 
attacks leaking out. 

Oil from Khargin the northern 
Gulf is an important source of 
funds for Iran in its 7-1 /2-year- 
old war with Iraq. 

“Tehran is not willing to give 
out much detail, but they think 
there is a very slim chance that 
anyone else survived," said one 
source in touch with the Gulf. 

The report is the first indepen- 
dent confirmation of Iraqi claims 
that it caused severe damage and 
casualties in the raid. Both are 
owned by the National Iranian 
Tanker Company. 

Confirmed 

Oslo shipping sources said 
four crew members had survived 
from the Sanandaj and 25 were 
missing. All 29 on board the Avaj 
were missing. 

If the death toll is confirmed, 
the attack would be the worst on 
merchant shipping since the tan- 
ker war began in earnest m 1 984. 

Last December, 21 crewmen 
-* on the Norwegian-managed tan- ' 
ker Susan gird were killed in an 
Irani attack, the biggest confir- 
med loss oflife so far, 

A Norwegian Foreign Minis- 
try spokesman said that the miss- 
ing men were presumed killed.

the casualties, while most of the 
other crewmen were Iranians or 
Asians. 

The London-based Lloyd's 
shipping intelligence unit said the 
two vessels were “rumoured 
badly damaged." 

Shipping executives in the 
Gulf said it was possible that 
some of the missing men could 
have been rescued by the Iranians 
and taken ashore. 

But they said that the situation 


was likely to remain unclear for 
some time, as it was with another 
Iranian tanker, the Susangird, 
that was hit by the Iraqis in 
December. . 

Some 480 ships have been 
attacked by one side or the other 
since the war broke out. Until 
today, more than 200 seamen had 
been killed. 

The two ships hit by the Iran- 
ians today were set on fire. 
Maritime salvage experts, speak- 


ing on condition of anonymity, 
said the blaze aboard the 1 0,1 68- 
ton refrigerator ship Iberian 
Reefer was “fierce. ” 

Salvage tugboats were racing' 
to aid the vessel, but there was 
no immediate word on casual- 
ties, the officials said.

UN meets 
on PLO mission 
closure 

UNITED NATIONS, March 
21 , ( AP): A US anti-terrorist law 
orders the closure of the PLO 
observer mission at the United 
Nations today. But there will be 
no eviction notice and the PLO 
envoy says, “they will have to 
drag me away." 

There will be more inter- 
national clamour, however, as 
the UN General Assembly con- 
tinues to debate the US plans. 

Today and tomorrow, the 
assembly will consider calls by 
some delegates for the world 
body to take legal action on 
behalf of the PLO and to provide 
alternate accommodations bn 
UN international territory — off 
limi ts to US police. 

Plans 

Some delegates also want to 
move the next 1 59 -member Gen- , 
eral Assembly to Geneva in Sep- 
tember or shift the special session 
on disarmament in May and 
June to Geneva. Those moves, 
however, are considered unlik- 
ely. 

The US Justice Department 
plans to file suit today in Federal 
Court in New York to force the 
closure of the mission, a depart- 
ment spokesman said yesterday. 

“We’re ready to go ahead and 
file the papers if they donT close 
the mission voluntarily," said 
spokesman Patrick Korten. 


Widespread violence on 
day of confrontation 


TEL AVIV, March 21, (Agen- 
cies): A Palestinian was shot dead 
in the Gaza Strip today during a 
“day of fierce confrontation" 
called by leaders of an uprising in 
the occupied territories on the 
20th anniversary of an Israeli 
raid into Jordan. 

UN officials said Israeli troops 
shot Adel Abmed Abdallah 
Jaber in a demonstration in the 
town of Rafah, on the Egyptian 
border, and he was dead on 
arrival at Nasser Hospital in 
nearby KJhan Y unis. 

The shooting look the unof- 
ficial toll of Palestinians who 
have died in 14 weeks of unrest to 
1 02 and sparked widespread riot- 
ing in the southern Gaza Strip, 
die UN official said. 

The officials also said the body 
of 47-year-old Omar Abu 
Marakhil from, the Jabalya 
refugee camp was taken to 
Gaza's Shifa Hospital, where 
doctors said he had died from 
severe blows to the head. 

Palestinian sources said they 
believed he had been beaten by 
troops but the Army said it had 
no information on the incident. 

Unknown assailants attacked 
the home of Palestinian 
magazine editor Jack Khazmoin 
the village of A-Ram, north of 


Jerusalem, during the night, fir- 
ing more than 30 rounds from a 
Kalashnikovassaultrifieinto his 
house. 

Khazmo, editor of the nation- 
alist weekly A1 Bayadir A1 Siyasi, 
was not injured but said the 
attackers shattered windows and 
tried to set fire to his and his 
brother’s cars. 

An Israeli soldier was shot 
dead in the West Bank town of 
Bethlehem yesterday in an 
apparent departure from the 
strict ban on the use of firearms 
imposed by the clandestine 
“Unified National Leadership of 
the Uprising." 

Today's protests marked the 
anniversary of a 1968 Israeli 
commando raid on Palestinian 
commando bases at A1 Karameh 
in Jordan. 

Troops were out in force in 
Gaza, mannin g all main road 
junctions and searching every 
Arab vehicle entering the coastal 
strip. All cars from the West 
Bank were turned back at the 
Erez checkpoint. 

Israel Radio said graffiti scr- 
awled in many parts of the Strip 
called for attacks on Israeli 
civilians and soldiers to mark 
Karameh Day. 

Security sources said the mun- 


icipality building in the West 
Bank village of Beitunia near 
Ramallah was set afire over- 
night. 

The top floor, where offices of 
Israeli-appointed municipal 
officials are located, and the 
front door of the building were 
burned, they said. 

Hurled 

In the nearby town of El Birch, 
two fire bombs were thrown at 
the home of a J ordanian Member 
of Parliament, but caused no 
damage or injuries, police said. 

They said Palestinians also 
hurled two fire bombs at an 
Israeli car in Hebron which 
caused no damage. 

Ia Farrah refugee camp, near 
Nablus, two Palestinians were 
wounded by live ammunition 
during violent demonstrations, 
an Army spokesman said. 

Leaders of Israel's 700,000 
Arabs decided yesterday to call a 
general strike in solidarity with 
Palestinians fighting Israeli rule 
in the West Bank and Gaza. 

Some 12,000 Palestinians 
demonstrated at Lebanon's lar- 
gest refugee camp in the southern 
port city of Sidon today in sup- 
port of the uprising in the Israeli- 
occupied west Bank and Gaza 
Strip.

Afghan issue tops agenda 


WASHINGTON, March 21, 
(Reuter): Soviet Foreign Mini- 
ster Eduard Shevardnadze 
arrived in Washington today for 
talks that could break thecurrent 
deadlock over terms for a set- 
tlement of the Afghanistan 
problem and clear the way for 
Moscow to pull out its troops. 

But he gave a clear signal that 
he would want to probe 
American intentions in Central 
America, telling reporters at 
Andrews Air Force base outside 
Washington the situation 
around Nicaragua was “becom- 
ing of concern, of serious concern 

to us.” 

Shevardnadze is expected to 
have three formal sessions with 
Secretary of State George Shultz. 


probably towards the end of 
May, for a summit with Kremlin 
leader Mikhail Gorbachev. 

Shultz and Shevardnadze are 
expected to discuss an agenda for 
the summit during their talks and 
seek to give a fresh impetus to 
negotiations on a treaty cutting 
‘ the superpowers’ strategic 
nuclear arsenals by 50 per cenL 
I n a statement, the Soviet mini- 
ster said they would also be dis- 
cussing space weapons, human 
rights and regional conflicts in 
talks he hoped, would be “fruit- 
ful and consiructive.” 

They will also survey the Mid- 
dle East problem, where Moscow 
is urging Washington to set aside 
efforts to achieve its own set-

Beirut bomb 

blast kills 1 

BEIRUT, March 21, (Reuter): 
At least one person was killed 
and 13 injured when an explosion 
demolished a four-storey build- 
ing in West Beirut today, police 
said. 

They said the body of a mid- 
dle-aged man was pulled from 
the rubble. The injured were 
taken to the Makkased Hospital, 
near the scene of the blast in the 
crowded Rawass residential dis- 
trict. 

They said it was still not dear 
whether the explosion was the 
result of a car bomb or explosives 
placed in the building. 

“One of the injured men who 
was taken to hospital told us the 
explosion took place inside one 
of the building's apartments but 
we are still checking,” one police 
officer said. 


Stick to

Hussein pays tribute to Palestinians 

OIC meeting begins 
with appeal for peace 


AMMAN, March 21, (Reuter): 
Jordan's King Hussein opened 
an Islamic conference today with 
a tribute to the Palestinian upris- 
ing and appeals for peace in the 
Gulf and Afghanistan. 

He told foreign ministers of the 
Organisation of Islamic Con- 
ference, the Palestinian people 
had “offered waves of sacrifice in 
resistance to the forces of injus- 
tice and darkness" in three mon- 
ths of protests against Israeli 
occupation of the West Bank and 
Gaza Strip. 

“The colonisation policies 
pursued by Israel are no less 
perverse than the policy of apar- 
theid practised by the govern- 
ment of South Africa," King 
Hussein said. 

Expression 

He said the uprising was “an 
expression of the will of an entire 
nation to fight for its freedom 
and right of self-determination 
on its own land." 

He urged the OIC to back 
Arab demands for an inter- 
national Middle East peace con- 
ference under UN auspices to be 
attended by the five permanent 
Security Council members and 
the parties involved, including 
the PLO. 

The King called on Iran, which 
sent a low-level delegation to the 
OIC conference, to accept a UN 
Security Council resolution 
ordering a ceasefire in its war 
with Iraq. 


He exhorted the Afghan peo- 
ple to work for national recon- 
ciliation now that the Soviet 
Union had declared its willing- 
ness to withdraw troops from 
Afghanistan. 

“We do hope our brethren will 
not let this opportunity slip away 
to restore stability to their coun- 
try .... and to resume their role in 
the world as an independent non- 
aligned stale and as an active 
member of the OIC," he said. 

OIC Secretary-General 
Sharifuddin Pirzada criticised 
the United Statesin his speech for 
what he called its unquestioning 
diplomatic and military support 
for Israel. 

“How long will it take the US 
administration to recognise that 
the Palestinian people must be 
restored their inalienable 
rights?” he asked. 

Pledge 

Pirzada welcomed the Soviet 
pledge to pull its troops out of 
Afghanistan, but said an interim 
government acceptable to anti- 
Soviet Afghan rebels had to be 
created. 

Political sources say Jordan 
has tried, at Moscow's request, to 
persuade Pakistan to soften its 
stand at the Geneva talks. 

An Afghan rebel leader at the 
conference as an observer said 
yesterday a seven-party guerrilla 
alliance had formed an interim 
government and would ask the 
OIC to recognise it. 


Syria snubs Habib 


BEI RUT, March 2 1 , (Agencies): 
The As Safir daily reported that 
Syria has refused to receive US 
special envoy Philip Habib dur- 
ing his current Middle East tour 
to discuss Washington’s latest 
initiative to end the Arab-Israeli 
conflict. 

The daily quoted unnamed 
Syrian sources as saying 
President Hafez A1 Assad's 
government accuses Habib of 
reneging on promises he made 
during Israel's invasion of 
Lebanon in 1982. 

Habib held talks with King 
Hussein and senior members of 
the Jordanian government last 
night in Amman. No details 
emerged. Habib left for Saudi 
Arabia today. 

A Jordanian official said 
before the talks that Jordan 


would not give Habib its formal 
response to the peace plan 
proposed by Secretary of State 
George Shultz at the end of his 
trip to the Middle East earlier 
this month. 

Syrian Foreign Minister 
FarouqAI Shara said in Damas- 
cus. an Arab League visit to four 
permanent members of the UN 
Security Council showed a 
united Arab stance on Middle 
East. 

Reaction 

Shara, a member of the team 
which visited London. Paris, 
Moscow, and Beijing last week, 
said it received a mixed reaction. 
It did not go to the United States, 
the other permanent member. 

The Arabs want an inter- 
national peace conference under 
UN auspices.

NEW DELHI, March 21, (AP): 
An intruder was shot to death 
while scaling a gate outside 
Par li amen t, police said today. , 

Police spokesman Ravi Pawar 
said the unidentified man was 
challenged by security guards 
shortly after midnight. When the 
man did not heed their calls, the 
guards opened fire, Pawar said. 

A senior police officer inves- 
tigating the case said the intruder 
appeared to be a “crank.” The 
officer, who spoke on condition 
of anonymity, said the intruder 
did not possess a weapon and 
appeared to be harmless. 

Security is tight at Parliament 
because it is in session and Sikh 
militants agitating for a separate 
homeland have threatened to kill 
Prime Minister Rajiv Gandhi. 


Subroto 
dropped 
in Jakarta 
reshuffle 

JAKARTA, March 21, 
(Reuter): President Suharto of 
Indonesia announced sweeping 
cabinet changes today, replacing 
the defence, foreign, energy, and 
interior ministers in a cabinet to 
take South-East Asia's largest 
nation into the 1990s. 

Listing his new ministerial 
team for the next five years, the 
66-year-old President replaced 
Energy Mioister and former 
Opec President Subroto and 
Foreign Minister Mochtar 
Kusumaatmadja. who had both 
been in their jobs for 1 0 years. 

Suharto, who was re-elected 
this month for a fifth five-year 
term which will keep him in 
power until 1993, said he was 
bringing in 1 9 new ministers. 

He named former armed for- 
ces commander and intelligence 
chief Genera] Benny Murdani as 
Defence Minister, calming 
speculation of a rift with the 
military, diplomats said. 

The new foreign minister is 
editor-turned diplomat Ali 
Alatas, a 55-year-old Muslim 
who was Indonesia's ambas- 
sador to the United Nations. 

Investment 

Replacing Subroto is former 
investment chief Ginandjar Kar- 
lasasmita, a Tokyo-educated 
nationalist who is regarded by 
foreign businessmen as a tough 
negotiator. 

In a naiionally-televised 
announcement, Suharto said his 
objective was to maintain contin- 
uity while bringing younger men 
into top positions. 

“Continuity of development 
should be given priority by this 
□ew cabinet,” be declared. He 
said ministers must work closely 
with each other to meet strong 
economic challenges faring the’ 
government.

NICOSIA, March 21, (AP): In a 
rare public appearance, Iran's 
Ayatollah Khomeini yesterday 
urged Muslims worldwide to rise 
against the Soviet Union and the 
United States,describingthem as 
"forces of oppression and evil." 

In a IS-minute, nation-wide 
speech, broadcast by Tehran 
Television and monitored in 
Nicosia, the patriarch of the 
Islamic revolution also said Iran 
would continue to fight against 
Iraq until "final victory,” ruling 
out any peace settlement of the 7- 
1 /2-year-old Gulf war. 

Khomeini, 87, spoke on the 
occasion ofNowruz, of the start 
of the Iranian new year. He 
appeared physically fit His voice 
wasstrongand he appeared heal- 
thier than he was earlier in the 
year, when he looked frail on 
television. 

Iran's black-turbaned- 
religious guide hailed ancient 
leaders who sacrificed their lives 
preaching Islam after the death 
of Prophet Mohammed (PBUH) 
in the 7th century. 

Then he said: "It is incumbent 
upon every Muslim to rise up and 
sacrifice all he has for theca use of 
Islam." 

He urged “Muslims all over 
the world (to) rise against the 



SEOUL, March 21, (Reuter): A 
US naval battle group arrived in 
South 'Korea today as North 
Korea put its troops on top com- 
bat alert, denouncing the annual 
war games in the South as an 
“extremely dangerous test 
nuclear war exercise." 

The six-vessel force, led by the 
64,000-ton carrier Midway, 
anchored ofTPusan on the south- 
eastern tip of the divided penin- 
sula to take part in manoeuvres 
involving 140,000 South Korean 
and 60,000 American troops. 

A spokesman for the United 
Nations Command (UNC) said 
North Korea bad been invited, as 
in previous years, to send 
observers to watch "Team Spirit 
'88," 13th in an annual series of 
what are billed as joint US-South 
Korean defensive exercises. . 

Pyongyang ignored the offer. 


Instead it announced today it had 
ordered ‘'complete combat 
mobilisation” of its troops and 
militia in face of what it said was 
“a vicious offensive operational 
exercise aimed at waging a pre- 
emptive strike against our 
republic.” 

A radio Pyongyang statement, 
monitored in London, called 
Team Spirit an extremely dan- 
gerous test nuclear war exercise. 

It added: "An extremely grave 
situation has been created on the 
Korean peninsula in which an 
all-out wax could break out at 
any time.* 

Officials at the UNC, which 
has overall command over South 
Korean troops defending the 
demilitarised zone and the41 ,000 
US servicemen based here, said 
North Korea had issued violent 
denunciations of previous year's 


manoeuvres, and they saw noth- 
ing qualitatively new in the latest 
statement 

Diplomats in Seoul, however, 
cautioned against underestimat- 
ing Pyongyang's anger. They 
said that while tine rhetoric might 
sound famili ar, the present con- 
text in North-South relations 
was a particularly dangerous 
one. ■ 

In recent years the South's 
growing prosperity and status in 
the world community has irked 
the North, which reacted with 
fury to the International Olym- 
pic Committee's decision to 
award Seoul the 1988 Olympic 
Games. 

Seoul and Washington have 
warned of attempts to whip up 
tension along the border, or of 
terrorist attacks in the South 
before and during the Games.

Tom King, Northern Ireland 
Secretary, was expected to come 
under pressure today, in the 
House of Commons in London, 
over the killing of the two plain- 
clothes British soldiers who were 
dragged from theircar on Satur- 
day by IRA mourners who then 
beat, stripped and fatally shot 
them.

Turkey has earmarked "$2.5 
million to conduct a feasibility 
study and has despatched the 
team to sell the idea. 

Atthe moment Turkey is look- 
ing “for cooperation and 
facilities” to conduct the 
feasibility. The project is “econ- 
omically feasible and technically 
attractive”, said Utkan. 

The Turkish officials believe 
that the “peace pipeline will 
forge closer links among the 
nations in the region." They also 
see it as a means of reducing 
overdependence on “one source 
of water”. 

“Isn’t it belter to have alter- 
natives, they ask, insisting that 
desalination plants would not be 
phased out. They also consider it 
as a cheaper means of getting 
water, than, say pulling icebergs 
from the North Pole, or bringing 
sweet water from Canada. 

Turkish water would cost bet- 
ween 84 centsand $1,04 per cubic 
metre, less than half the amount 
needed to extract potable water 
from desalination plants. 

Critics are concerned about 
the possibility of turning the Gulf 
“hostage" in the handsofTurkey 
that will be able to control the 
tap. The Turkish officials are not 
apprehensive about a possibility 
of disruption. “When something 
like water is concerned, 
everybody will have an interest 
and will preserve it," asserts 
Utkan. “That is why it is called 
the peace pipeline project", says 
Gerol Dine, director of Turkey's 
- State Planning Department. 

The feasibility would be com- 
pleted in a year's time. After that, 
Turkey expects “an informed 
decision from the nations 
involved.” 

If the project gets off the 
ground it would be built in 10 
years time.

Forging closer ties with future leaders 

UK encouraging Kuwaitis 
to study in British institutes

BRITAIN is trying to encourage 
Kuwaitis to pursue their higher 
education in the UK as a means 
of forging closer ties with fuLure 
Kuwaiti leaders in all fields. 

“In the long term it will be 
good for Britain's relations with 
the Gulf states if we educate the 
Gulf Arabs who are going to be 
in positions of power”, said 
David Sharp the head of the Brit- 
ish education mission currently 
visiting Kuwait. 

R. Alexander of the University 
of Bradford, also on the mission, 
pointed out that the effort could 
be mutually beneficial. “The 
foreign students educate our 
potential leaders,” he said 
adding that this could improve 
the British government policy 
which in his view lacks inter- 
national perspective. 

A group of British academics 
representing 12 universities and 
two polytechnics are on the last 
leg of a Gulf tour which also took 
them to the UAE and Bahrain. 

The visit initiated by the Brit- 
ish Council is the first group 
effonjtf though, some British

Scanning 

The academics are on a three- 
day exploratory mission in 
Kuwait scanning the scene with 
the aim of establishing long term 
collaboration with local educa- 
tion authorities. The academics 
held talks yesterday at Kuwait 
University. 

They will also hold talks with 
the Public Authority for Applied 
Education and different scien- 
tific institutes. 

They are holding consultative 
sessions at the Sheraton Hotel 
with those interested in studying 
in Britain. Similar sessions in 
Bahrain and the UAE were 
extremely well attended. 

“In Bahrain we had 400 people 
at one session alone,” said Sharp- 

Kamal Andrawes of the 
University of Strathclyde expec- 
ted that in Kuwait most of the 
inquiries will be in connection 
with the post-graduate courses. 

Adjust 

Sharp said that the presence of 
foreign students is also finan- 
cially important for British 
universities. Tuition fees for 
courses in social studies are 
£4,000, in engineering and 
science £5,250 and in medicine 
and dentistry £9,000 per year. 
Living expenses for foreign 
students in Britain are estimated 
at £2,500 for undergraduate and 
£3,5G0 for post graduate 
students for each academic year. 

Foreign Students manage to 
adjust well to life in Britain said 
the academics. 

“Many problems that were 
there 10 years ago were eased as 
British cities have become cos- 
mopolitan" said Alexander.

“Material difficulties such as 
availability of their foodstuffs 
and places of worship have dis- 
appeared.

The English language daily pointed out "Zionism has been 
equated with racism in countless United Notions documents."

Pointing to the closer relations between Israel and South Africa 
the paper said "it is not by accident that there is such dose 
economic, military and political cooperation" between the two 
repressive regimes.

Experts at Justice 
Ministry examine cases 


KHALED Al Mudf, the director 
of the experts department at 
Kuwait's Justice Ministry, said 
the department examines cases 
referred by courts, general 
prosecution and the Criminal 
Investigation Department.

KAC expects to make $ 60 m 


from chartering unused planes

KUWAIT Airways Corporation 
Chairman and Managing Direc- 
tor Ahmad AJ Mis han said KAC 
would achieve manpower 
stability within the next year. He 
said that the decrease in manp- 
ower was due to the company's 
general policy of curbing expen- 
ditures which has yielded 
positive results. 

In a speech at the opening ses- 
sion of the annual conference, A1 
Mishari said the KAC had been 
able to recover KDI3 million of 
the total KD25 million in lost 
investments in countries such as 
Iran, India, Libya and Egypt, 
due to political and economic 
conditions. Heexplained that the 
company is looking for reinvest- 
ment opportunities in these 
countries as a means of fully- 
recovering its losses. 

KAC has two Jumbo jets 
leased which will return to the 
fleet in May and June and two 
Airbuses will be leased to other

Indian workers still negotiating 


Employer sets deadline 
for reaching accord

THIRTY TWO Indian workers 
camping at the Indian embassy 
have been “given one last 
chance" to accept the contract 
terms offered by their employer, 
Ali M- Ajmi, chairman of Al 
Ajmi Partners, Tradingand Con- 
tracting Company. 

Talks between the embassy 
officials and Al Ajmi continue 
today to “find a mutually ben- 
eficial compromise." 

Al Ajmi, in an interview last 
night, said he would not continue 
negotiations if talks “fail” today. 

“I will never sit down and talk 
a g ain,” he said. “If tbqy want to 
return home. I’ll give them a far- 
ewell party," he said. But the 
company will not bear the expen- 
sesofsending back the labourers. 
“If the workers don’t accept 


my fair deal. I’ll be forced to take 


nyta 

other steps,” he said, hinting at a 


possibility of notifying the Min- 
istry of Social Affairs and 
Labour to handle the issue. ... 

Al Ajmi has offered the work- 
ers, all drivers, a total salary of 
KD100, broken down as base 
salary — KD50. food allowance 
— KD40 and performance all- 
owance — KD1 0. Drivers would 
be given a day off each week. 

The drivers' basic pay is 
KD50, plus 40 dinars overtime. 
In lieu of the overtime payment, 
Al Ajmi said he would pay KD40 
to the drivers as food allowance. 
“They’ll have a normal eight- 
nine hour working day, thus 
eliminating overtime payment. 
Instead of that I am willing to 


give them KD40 food all- 
owance,” he said. 

These terms would be incor- 
porated in a new contract If the 
workers agree, the new contract 
would be attested by the Indian 
embassy. 

. Misguiding 

The drivers have been camping 
at the Indian embassy since 
March 14. Misunderstanding 
between the employer and 
employees arose due to a 
“demand letter" signed by Al 
Ajmi to “fulfil formalities' of 
recruiting labour from India.” 

Al Ajmi claimed the recruiting 
agents told him that be could sign 
the “demand letter" which states 
general contract terms and pay 
scale. The letter said the salary of 
workers would be KD 100. “They 
told me it is just a formality,” he 
said. 

After coming to Kuwait, the 
drivers signed another contract 
stating KD90 as the total salary, 
broken down as KD50 basic pay 
plus KD40 overtime. The con- 
tract is m .Arabic and English, 
with a Malayalam translation^ 
Consult' 

Al Ajmi blamed “five or six 
drivers of abusing the other poor 
drivers by misguiding them.” 
According to AJ Ajmi, some 
drivers “created a feeling of dis- 
content” among the others, forc- 
ing them to “go to the Indian 
embassy.” 

“They did not approach the 
management about their 
problem, nor did they consult us 
before going to the embassy. One 
morning they just did not report 


for work," he said. 

Commenting on the role of the 
embassy officials Al Ajmi said he 
appreciates “the understanding 
of officials and the difficult posi- 
tion the embassy has bqen placed 
under.” , 

“I have compromised, I expect 
the workers to compromise. If 
they don’t. I'll have no choice but 
to take the matter to the court," 
he said. 

In a Kuwaiti court the last con- 
tract in Arabic, is considered 
valid. 

Al Ajmi said that “after sign- 
ing the last contract,” all other 
documents are “invalidated." 

“The workers are keen to settle 
the issue. We expect to arrive at a 
compromise today,” said an 
embassy official. The drivers are 
in a “vulnerable spot" because 
they signed a new contract in 
Kuwait 

Officials expect to “iron out 
one or two minor points” during 
discussions at a meeting today 
and reach a favourable set- 


tlement beneficial to both par- . 
ties. • - 1

Chopin and rockin’ and foot-stomping

OPENING with a rather 
solemn piece of Chopin, flayed 
by June, Stevenson, the full 
band roared into “Bat Out or 
Hell” and the RockV 
Romance show at the Bubiyan 
Room of the Regency Palace 
Hotel was on its way. Person- 
ally, I’m not sure that Meat 
Loaf, and Chopin go together 
too well, but at least the four 
Chopin piano pieces scattered 
throughout the programme 
gave everyone a chance to catch 
their breath. 

Waltz 

The rock numbers were great 
and show that the band, direc- 
ted by June and Phil Thomas 
have improved greatly since 
their success in Jukebox Four 
last year. The playing now is 
much tighter and more con- 
trolled and the lead guitarist, 
Anunar AI Binni has developed 
a sharper tone which gives his 
playing much more of a cutting 
edge. Even so, he could 
occasionally do with being 
more aggressive and louder 
since be is sometimes in danger 
of being swamped by the rest of 
the band. When he does shine 
through, Ammar's playing has 
a lovely lyrical quality, 
especially evident on some of 
the Dire Straits numbers. 

Star of the show , of course, is 
June Stevenson, who is a con- 
summate musician, switching 
with ease from a Chopin Waltz

to a breathlakingly lovely ver- 
sion of Elton John's “Candle in 
the Wind" or the classic “I’m 
Not in Love,” which she sang 
with real feeling and expres- 
siveness. She can rock with the 
best of them too, as she showed 
on the rip-roaring, fool -stomp- 
ing version of “Hit Me With 
Your Best Shot*' which had the 
crowd dancing in their seats, 
loving every minute. 

Des Cross, the other lead sin- 
ger, look a while to get warmed 
up, but after he turned in a 


superb rendering of Rod 
Stewart's “Maggie May" he 
had no more problems with 
nerves and delighted the crowd 
with bis scorching perfor- 
mance. On the two Stevie Win- 
wood classics. “Gimme Some 
Lovin’’ and “Keep on Run- 
nin". Des was fabulous and his 
rousing version of Chuck 
Berry’s “Rock'n’Roll Music" 
was a marvellous finale to a 
thoroughly enjoyable evening. 

Before the show Phil 
Thomas said that they bad had 


severe problems with the piano, 
which had gone out of tune due 
to the humidity, but 40 minutes 
with a hair-dryer managed to 
cure the problem. Then, during 
the first half of the show on the 
first night, one of the speakers 
for the vocals kepi cutting out. 
but it was a minor problem that 
was sorted out by the second 
half. However. 1 felt that the 
drums were a bit too loud com- 
pared to the rest of the band. 
Part of the problem is that the 
stage lakes up a full third of the 


space in the Bubiyan Room and 
the show deserved a larger 
auditorium. However, these 
are all strictly minor quibbles. 
In the interval a long-term 
expat said: “We're so lucky to 
have such high quality 
musicians here in Kuwait.” It’s 
a sentiment with which I hear- 
tily agree. The band played 
with a fine combination of 
professional skill and amateur 
enthusiasm which was utterly 
infectious. 

Highlights 

One of the highlights of the 
show, for me, was Brian Mit- 
chelson’s beautifully under- 
stated version of Dire Straits' 
“ Romeo and Juliet.” The vocal 

was touchingly delicate and 
was accompanied by some 
lovely guitar work. On the fas- 
ter numbers, Malcolm Mac- 
Donald played some really 
rockin' sax giving a big band 
sound out of all proportion to 
the actual number of 
musicians. 

The dancers, in contrast, 
were rather amateur and, apart 
from their final number, lacked 
conviction. Their hesitancy 
was in marked contrast to the 
musicians' skill and conviction. 
When June Stevenson really let 
her hair down on numbers like 
“Burn Down the Mission,” 
nobody noticed the dancers 
much anyway, her perfor- 
mance is so electrifying. There 
are two more shows, for details 
see the What’s On column.

Rural revolt is 
budding in India 


Prime Minister looking more confident and powerful th an ever 

Thatcher: a 20th century revolution

NEW DELHI: Across India's 
parched countryside, a rural 
revolt is budding. 

The farmers' protest, 
popularly known as “peasant 
power," is a symptom of the 
growing economic ills bedeviling 
Prime Minister Rajiv Gandhi's 
government A three-year short- 
fall of vital monsoon rains has 
left this largely agricultural 
nation with strained food sup- 
plies and desperate water shor- 
tages. 

Recently, thousands of far- 
mers held a three-week sit-in at 
Meerut, 35 miles from here. With 
growing power and water shor- 
tages, mounting debt, and low 
prices, simmering discontent 
boiled over. 

Prime Minister Rajiv refused 
to meet their demands. The far- 
mers disbanded, but vowed not 
to pay taxes and to continue their 
fight. “We shall disregard 
whatever this government says 
and conduct our business our- 
selves," Mahendra Singh Tikait, 
the revolt's self-styled leader, 
told crowds. 

Public spending to counter the 
effects of drought has pushed the 
government into the red. Prices 
of food gasoline, railroad tick- 
ets, and telephones have jumped. 
In contrast to the euphoria 
surrounding Rajiv's worry is 
growing. “These price increases 
are crazy,” says schoolteacher 
Reena Sewak about the coun- 
try's double-digit inflation. 
“They make you wonder if we’re 
headed for a disaster instead of 
the 2 1st century.” 

Debt 

According to the World Bank, 
however, India's economy is 
well-managed and its $26 billion 
foreign debt is not out of control. . 

But warning signals are flash- ' 
ing, economic observers say.- In 
its new budget released last 
month, the government predicts 
the deficit for the coming fiscal 
year will jump by one-third to 
more than $6 billion. Defence 
spending is mounting due to the 
war against Tamil militants in Sri 
Lanka which is costing the 
Indian government an esdamted 
$800,000 a day. The government 
plans to hike taxes to help cover 
the deficit. 

Economic problems threaten 
to become political headaches if 
the summer monsoon rains fail 
again this year, economists say. 
About 75 per cent oflndia’s peo- 
ple live in rural areas, and one- 
third of national output comes 
from agriculture. 

Last year, the government was 


able to tide over the summer's 
disaster by drawing on a 23- 
mil libn-ton grain surplus. Since 
the 1960s, when India was haun- 
ted by famine and had to import 
mountains of food, the country 
has become self-sufficient, lar- 
gely through “Green Revolu- 
tion” technology. 

But with food stocks dwin- 
dling, India may again have to 
import food if the dry spell con- 
tinues. That could be a political 
disaster for Rajiv, who came to 
power in 1984 after his mother's 
assassination and faces fresh 
elections next year. 

“If the economic crisis gets 
worse, the people won’t be able 
to absorb it We'll see political 
turmoil like that of the 1960s," 
says S.K. Ray, an economist who 
has written extensively about the 
country's droughts. “If we have 
another drought and another 
bad year, this government is 
doomed.” 

Indeed, farmers' ire has been 
rising in recent years as the cost of 
hybrid seeds, irrigation, and fer- 
tilisers — key components of the 
vaunted Green Revolution era 
— have outpaced the prices for 
crops. 

Critics of the movement con- 
tend that the participants are rich 
fanners trying (o win better sub- 
sidies and cheaper costs from the 
government. The fanners, who 
say they can't make ends meet 
during years of normal rainfall, - 
contend they are under growing 
pressure from the drought. 

Even harder hit are the farm 
labourers who are increasingly 
being forced off the land into the 
cities to find jobs. 

Jabbar Singh, a 26-year-old 
worker, his wife, and children, 
left their native Rajasthan 
because there was no farm work. 

“The livestock were dying, 
and there wasn’t enough drink-' 
ing water," said Singh who is 
looking for a construction job in 
New Delhi. “I had to come here. 
There is nothing at home." 

Political observers say Rajiv 
will have to move quickly to stem 
the agrarian unrest. The prime 
minister, whose government has 
been buffeted by charges of 
corruption and a string of elec- 
tion defeats, must retain his hold 
on key states in the north where 
the farmers' movement is picki ng 
up steam. 

“The stability of rural society 
keeps India going," says Jaswant 
Singh, apolitical opponent of the 
Rajiv government 

“Whenever that stability is dis- 
turbed, the whole country is tou- 
ched by the chaos," Singh says.

European Parliament 
begins to wield power

.BRUSSELS, Belgium, (AP): 
Partly by design — and partly, 
perhaps, by accident — the 
European Parliament has found 
itself with a powerful new role in 
the European Economic Com- 
munity's international affairs. 

To the surprise of even fcome of 
its 51 8 members, the parliament, 
for years an EEC backwater with 
little real power, now has a say in 
how the 12-nation EEC deals 
with other countries. 

It can veto treaties with 
nations whose policies it dislikes, 
as it did with an EEC-lsraeli 
trade deal last week. Upset by 
'Israel’s treatment of Palestin- 
ians, the parliament blocked a 
$78. 5-million trade accord with 
Israel. 

The unexpected vote, after 
months of delays, was a first for 
the parliament and an embarras- 
sment for the 12 EEC govern- 
ments, which had all approved 
the agreement. 

Some members of the 
European Parliament say the 
EEC governments may not have 
realised ihe huge powers they 
gave the parli ament by amending 
the EEC’s founding Treaty of 
Rome in 1987. 

Treaties 

Under the amendment, 
known as the Single European 
Act, the EEC can sign inter- 
national treaties only with “the 
assent of. the European 
parliament, which shall act by an 
absolute majority of its. . .mem- 
bers.” 

Some parliament deputies 
were amazed to see such power 
devolve on the parliament, 
traditionally a body with sharply 
limited powers that was frequen- 
tly ignored and sometimes even 
ridiculed. 

“Many of us felt the govern- 


ments really didn't know what 
they were doing when they drew 
up the law," said Piet Dankert, a 
Dutch socialist and former 
parliament president 

His British conservative 
colleague Christopher Prout 
agrees. The reasons for passage 
of the amendment, he said, “have 
never been clear to me.” 

But mistake or Dot, the 
European Parliament must now 
be consulted on a range of 
treaties with over 100 nations 
associated with the EEC. 

Without its assent, a' treaty 
cannot take effect. 

Endorsement 

Dankert said in most cases the 
treaty ratification procedure lik- 
ely will amount to a routine 
endorsement of accords 
negotiated by the EEC’s 
executive commission and coun- 
cil of ministers. But, he added, 
there's also a chance that “we 
now can score some big political 
points.” 

The rebuke to Israel, said Dan- 
kert, was just such case. 

"The economic effect of the 
vote will be very limited, but it 
sent a significant political signal 
to Israel,” he said. 

Prout said the vote on Israel 
was inevitable because of the 
“reprehensible way” it treats 
Palestinians in the occupied 
territories. 

He said the parliament, which 
bad delayed a vote three times 
before the rejection, was forced 
“to face up to its new respon- 
sibility, rather than continue 
using procedural (delaying) 
tricks.” 

Prout termed the ratification 
powers "substantial,” even 
though the legislation doesn't 
give the parliament the power to 
write treaties or get involved in 
the negotiation process. 

To Dankert, this is a minor 
impediment.

LONDON, (AP): Far from los- 
ing steam after nearly nine years 
in office, Margaret Thatcher is 
marching through her third con- 
secutive term as prime minister 
looking more confident and 
powerful than ever. 

The 62-year-old Conservative 
party leader has become such a 
fixture on the political scene, 
here and abroad, that at times 
she seems to be parodying the 
bossy, schoolmansh image best- 
owed on her by her critics. 

She’ll let loose an outburst 
every so often — “I never did 
understand men,” she com- 
plained after an argumentative 
European summit She'll chide 
the United States about balanc- 
ing its budget and badger her 
citizens about littering the 
streets. 

She advocates a return to 
“Victorian values," supports the 


restoration of the death penalty, 
has legislated curbs on the 
promotion of homosexual lifes- 
tyles and brandishes the Official 
Secrets Act with a vigour that 
makes many critics fear for the 
freedom of the British media. 

Revolution 

Now, eightmonthsintoa fresh 
five-year term, Thatcher has 
governed continuously for lon- 
ger than any other British prime 
minister in the 20th century. In 
the process, she says, she has 
wrought a revolution. It's aclaim 
that not even her severest critics 
totally dismiss. 

“She has taught us that you 
don't win ... unless you have a 
dear ideological position," says 
Roy Hattersley, cfeputy leader of 
the Socialistic Labour Party, 
which went down to its third suc- 
cessive election defeat by That- 
cher last June. “We've made 
authoritarianism look respecta- 
ble — or, rather, she has.” 

As the Thatcher revolution 


surges on with shake-ups in state 
education, housing and the ooce- 
sacrosanct National Health 
Service, authoritarianism is the 
most frequent charge against 
her. * 

But polls indicate that That- 
cher retains her trump card: a 
feeling among the United King- 
dom’s 56 million people that, 
whether or not they like her 
policies, no one is offering any- 
thing more credible. The dis- 
array in the left-of-centre opposi- 
tion gives her an unassailable 
parliament majority on just 42 
per cent of the popular vote. 

Doubts 

“She, more powerfully than 
anyone else, has articulated the 
moral doubts and yearnings of 
her age," wrote Peter Jenkins, a 
leading liberal analyst, in bis 
recent book, ‘Mrs Thatcher’s 
Revolution.’

BEUING, (AP): Almost 3,000 
political elite will gather at the 
Great Hall of the People on 
Friday to set the pace and name 
the overseers of China's econ- 
omic and political reforms. 

The annual meeting of the 
National People’s Congress, 
China's parliament, also may 
reveal how deep the divisions are 
between Communist Party chief 
Zhao Ziyang and acting Premier 
Li Peng. 

Zhao, 69, ihe protege of semi- 
retired senior leader Deng 
Xiaoping, is the champion of 
rapid reform and is willing to 
take risks to put China’s econ- 
omy on a more market-oriented 
basis. Li, 59, is regarded as a 
cautious technocrat who sup- 
ports the reforms but would limi t 
their scope and slow down thdr 
implementation. 

Zhao was the star at a major 
party congress last fall that 
established guidelines for China 
into the 21st century. At this con- 
gress, however, Li will be on cen- 
tre-stage, deivering a key report 
at the opening of the three-week 
session that will define the 
nation's immediate goals. 

Inflation 

Li is expected to sound several 
conservative themes, including 
the need for the government to 
pay more attention to the coun- 
tryside following three disap- 
pointing grain harvests and the 
belief that controlling double- 
digit inflation must take 
precedence oyer reform of 
China's inefficient pricing sys- 
tem. 

Analysts also will watch how 


much support U gives Zhao's 
ambitious proposal to turn fac- 
tories along china’s coast into 
processing centres for exports. 
The plan is controversial because 
it would allow coastal regions to 
develop at a far faster pace than 
the interior. 

Open disagreement between 
Zhao and Li is unlikely. 

“Five years ago you could talk 
about reformists and con- 
servatives,” said one Asian 
diplomat. “But today nobody 
would come out against reform.” 

The first session of the 7th 
National Party Congress — each 
congress sits for five years — will 
be one of the busiest and most 
important in years. It will con- 
firm Li as premier, replace Li 
Xiannian as president, and 
appoint the vice-president, vice- 
premiers, congress chairman and 
new heads of various ministries. 

Amend 

The 2,970 delegates also wifi 
approve government reorganis- 
ing in which several ministries 
are to merge or be eliminated, 
amend the constitution to legal- 
ise private businesses and the 
transfer of land-use rights, and 
pass several major laws. 

Most important is the indus- 
trial enterprise law. which gives 
legal definition to the govern- 
ment's attempts to separate the 
functions of the owner — the 
state — and the manager of 
businesses. 

The law gives factory man- 
agers the right to run their plants 
without undue interference from 
government and party officials, 
while taking responsibility for 
profits and losses.

Questions over Moscow’s intentions

DUBROVNIK, Yugoslavia, 
(UPI): A joint Soviet-Yugoslav 
declaration released during Mik- 
hail Gorbachev's first trip to 
Yugoslavia raises some critical 
questions about Soviet inten- 
tions in eastern Europe. 

The declaration, released in 
this unique resort city of stone 
and light as Gorbachev and his 
entourage flew back to Moscow 
Friday, reaffirmed the principles 
of sovereignty and non-inter- 
ference in language that could 
have major ramifications in the 
East Bloc. 

“Proceeding from the convic- 
tion that no one has a monopoly 
over the truth, the two sides 
declare that they have no preten- 
sions of imposing their concepts 
of social development on 
anyone,” said the 12-page 
document. 

The two sides pledged “mutual 
respect for independence, 
sovereignty, territorial integrity, 
equality and non-interference in 
internal affairs in any form what- 


soever,” ft said. 

Such language would seem to 
preclude another intervention 
such as the Soviet invasions of 
Hungary in 1956 or Cze- 
choslovakia in 1968 to protect 
Soviet interests — policy that 
became known as the Brezhnev 
Doctrine after the late Soviet 
leader — without violating the 
principles of the declaration. 

Principles 

“In view of these principles, we 
could hardly expect the Soviet 
Union to act in the same way ( a* 
in 1956 and 1968)” said Stanislav 
Stqianovic, executive secretary 
of the party's central committee, 
who added that the language was 
meant to be multilateral — not 
bilateral.

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Egypt asks Lord Carnarvon to giye up recently discovered artifacts 


Return our heritage or else...

CAIRO, Egypt (API: Egypt 
hopesatoucn of persuasion can 
convince the grandson of the 
man who financed the Tu tank- 
hamun expedition to return 
more than 300 artifacts stashed 
in the family castle. 

Otherwise, said Culture Min- 
istry officials handling the case, 
expect legal fireworks. 

“We can find no record these 
pieces left Egypt legally." said 
Zatu Hawass, archaeological 
adviser for the Culture Minis- 
try. "These items are a part of 
our heritage. No one can refuse 
us the right to ask for their 
return." 

Mohammed Salma wy, the 
ministry's undersecretary of 
state for foreign cultural rela- 
tions, agreed. 

“These artifacts complete a 
certain collection we have, and 
at this moment we’re in the first 
stages of deciding the correct 
steps to take,” he said. “They’re 
not Liz Taylor’s diamond, but 
they’re part of a necklace." 

Several ministry officials 
have spent much of their time 
working on recovery of the 
artifacts since the Times of 
London disclosed their exis- 
tence this mo nth. Culture Mini- 
ster Farouk Hosni has vowed to 
get them back from the Seventh 


Earlier this month, the Times of London disclosed a sensational 
discovery: more than 300 ancient Egyptian artifacts stashed for 
60 years in the family castle of the man who financed the 
Tntankhamun expedition. Now the Egyptian government is 
hoping that Lord Carnarvon, owner of the castle, may be 
persuaded gently to return Egypt’s heritage, otherwise a long, 
legal battle may ensue. 


Earl of Carnarvon. 

Lord Carnarvon’s grand- 
father, the Fifth Earl, financed 
the 1922 expedition that resul- 
ted in Egyptology's most 
famous discovery, the gold- 
filled, almost undisturbed tomb 
of the young Pharaoh Tutank- 
hamun. 

The dispute over ownership 
began after the times, which 65 
years ago bought exclusive 
rights to Egyptologist Howard 
Carter's discovery, published 
photographs of some of the 
newly found relics. They ran- 
ged from a painted wooden face 
of Amenophis HI, T u tank- 
ham un's grandfather — to a 
delicate faience figure of the 
goddess Isis taken from a mum- 
my’s wrappings, outstretched 
wings spread in her classic pose 
of protection to a jewellery case 
with semiprecious stones and 
amethyst scarabs inside. 
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Salma wy said in an interview 
that Yousseff Sharara,Egypt’s 
ambassador in London, has 
talked with Lord Carnarvon 
about the items. He character- 
ised the atmosphere as “civil, 
perhaps not friendly, but there 
is no friction." 

He said even though the 
government is making no 
threats, “we are in noway relin- 
quishing any rights we have to 
the artifacts, if these civil con- 
tacts don’t work, we’re ready to 
resort to a legal way what I'm 
not at liberty now to divulge. 
But at this stage, things are not 
escalating." 

As the tale appeared in The 
Times, the story of the missing 
Carnarvon cache smacks - of 
Agatha Christie: an aging 
.family butler leads the “astoni- 
shed 1 ’ grandson of a treasure 
seeker to a hoard secreted 
behind the cupboards. 

Just as in any good mystery, 
the ending is yet to come. 

. But the case has dampened . ' 
the magicaf moment that spell- 
bound generations of roman- 
tics, who imagined what it was 
like for Carter and his financial 
backer Lord Carnarvon to peer 
into the riches-laden afterworld 


of the boy Pharaoh. 

Robbers entered the tomb in 
southern Egypt’s valley of the 
Kings Necropolis at least twice 
in antiquity, but it represented 
more than almost any other 
tomb the glories of Egypt’s 
pharaonic past Tourists now 
file past its golden remnants of 
past splendour in Cairo's Egyp- 
tian museum. 

An American Egyptologist 
in Cairo said he thinks most of 
the new Carnarvon collection is 
little more than junk. Salma wy 
said it's difficult to judge before 
seeing the collection but that 
every piece has historical and 
cultural value. 

“Even so-called junk is a 
national treasure," he said. 
“Let's face iL any of these items 
is jimk in relation to what we 
have in the Egyptian museum, 
but we want to be able to study 
each artifact. 

“We've just seen a few exam- 
ples in print in The Times." 

Salmawy said Egypt made 
three initial requests to Lord 
Carnarvon. “We want a com- 
plete list of the items because 
Lord Carnarvon claims he has 
documents to prove they were 
taken legally out of Egypt. We

want to see the documents he 
has, and we want him to allow 
an Egyptian delegation to 
decide what the artifacts are," 
he said. 

“I pity Lord Carnarvon if all 
this fuss is mostly about so- 
called junk.” 

Last week the English peer 
was quoted as saying: “I don’t 
expect any serious claim to be 
made by the Egyptian govern- 
ment as this could involve the 
major part of my grandfather's 
collection, which is in the 
Metropolitan museum of New 


York.” 

Last week, Cairo's state- 
owned newspaper A1 Ahram 
published what it said was a 
brief interview with Lord Car- 
narvon. 

The report said he told the 
interviewer he would keep the 
artifacts at his family's Hamp- 
shire estate, Highdere castle. 
Asked ifhe would sell the pieces 
to the New York museum as the 
other pieces were sold, he said: 

“I will not sell to the 
Metropolitan Museum or to 
any other quarter/'^ 1

ONE of the most important 
hieroglyphic inscriptions ever 
found in the New World has 
come to light in Mexico. 

Dating to the second century 
AD, it has more than 400 signs 
in an early script, including two 
precise dates in the Maya calen- 
dar, and the figure of a richly- 
dressed ruler in an elaborate 
headdress. 

The inscription was found 
late last year at La Mojarra, in 
the coastal state of Veracruz, 
on a large stone slab which tur- 
ned upin a river bed. Nowin the 

Xalapa Museum, the slab is 
nearly eight feet high and four 
feet wide, and more than half of 
one face is taken up by the ins- 
cription. - 

The rest of it is occupied by 
the standing figure of a man, 
facing towards the columns of 
writing. He wears large, round 
ear-ornaments and a headdress 
with a great monster mask, 
with long feathers streaming 
from tbe back. Tbe ear-flares 
and three plaques worn on his 
belt represent jade, the most 
precious substance known in 
ancient Mexico. 

The style of the headdress 
and the powerfully carved face 
of the man, whose attire shows 
him to be a ruler, are similar to a 
monument from the ancient 
city of Kaminaljuyu, in 
Guatemala, 400 miles to the 
east in the territory of the Maya 
civilisation. 

Both this monument, 
Kaminaljuyu Stela 1 1, and the 
fragmentary Stela 10, had been 
dated by archaeologists to the 
early centuries AD, but ho 
exact dates were known 
because the only inscription, on ■ 
Stela 10, is undeciphered. 

Tbe La Mojarra stela has two 
dates in what is called the Long 
Count, a May a calendar begin- 
ning in 31 14 BC. The earlier is . 
about 13 years before the later, 
which in terms of the Christian 
calendar dates to July AD 1 56. 

Confirmation of the date 
comes from a small carving in. 
the Smithsonian Institute in : 
Washington DC, known as the 
Tuxtla statuette: the human 
figure with its duck-billed mask 
has been in the museum since 
early this century, and was 


found not far from La Mojarra 
in the Tuxtla Mountains of 
Veracruz. The statuette bears a 
date in the same style, which 
has been translated as the 
equivalent of March AD 162. 

The Tuxtla figure also has a 
hieroglyphiclnscription, which 
until now has been unique in 
style and remains unread.- One 
of the things exciting scholars 
in the field of ancient writing 
systems is that the La Mojarra 
inscription is in the same script 
and with many of the same 
signs. 

There are more than 400 
individual hieroglyphs, arran- 
ged in 21 columns which begin 
above the ruler’s head and 
extend the entire height of the 
slab in front ofhim. making this 
the longest. early inscription 
known from the ancient civil- 
isations of Mexico. 

Although it cannot yet be 
read, its overall similarity to 
Maya monuments from the 
area just east of Veracruz sug- 
gests that it will contain a gen- 
ealogy of the ruler and events in 
his reign such as conquests and 
alliances. . . 

One of the two dates, of AD 
143 and 156, may well refer to 
his accession. Tbs other could 
indicate his birth or recognition 
as heir, at least one famous 
Maya king , PacaJ of Palenque, 
succeeded to tbe throne at the 
age of 12, although this was 
unusually young and his 
mother barf already acted as 
regent for some time. 

Until now, only short ins- 
criptions, mainly on portable 
objects such as the Tuxtla 
statuette, have been known 
from this Preclassic period of 
ancient Mexico: the La 
Mojarra stela shows that a 
tradition of public monumen- 
tal art, equal in its urge to 
inform to that of the later Clas- 
tic Maya, already existed in 
Veracruz. 

Whether this means that the 
Maya cultural tradition for- 
merly extended further west, or 
whether the Maya obtained 
their ideas from their neigh- 
bours, is a topic that will be 
hotly debated when Professor 
Fernando Winfield Capitane,, 
director of the . Xalapa 
Museum, presents the inscrip- 
tion at a conference in Texas. -

North’s single diamond raise was 
strong and forcing, and South’s 
jump to four diamonds, by partner- 
ship agreement, was Key-Card 
Blackwood, in which the king of 


trumps counts as an ace. When she 
learned that one key card was miss- 
ing, Mrs. Tomay settled in the small 
slam. 

West led a top-of-nothing spade, 
solving declarer’s problem in that 
suit. At first glance it might seem 
that the fate of the contract hinged 
on the trump finesse. However, de- 
clarer realized that a strip and end 
play, combined with the possibiity 
of dropping a singleton king of 
trumps, offered a better chance. 

She captured the queen of spades 
with the king and cashed the ace of 
trumps in the hope of felling the 
king. When the monarch failed to 
appear, declarer cashed the high 
clubs and ruffed a club in hand, 
crossed to the ace of spades and 
ruffed another club. The jack of 
spades was cashed to complete the 
strip of the black suits, and declarer 
exited with a trump. 

Whichever defender held the king 
of diamonds would be forced to re- 
turn a heart to avoid giving a ruff- 
sluff. Had that defender been East, 
declarer would simply have had to 
hope that he was leading away from 
the king of hearts.

Oil prices will rebound: Nazer 


ABU DHABI, March 21,(UPI): 
Saudi Arabian Oil Minister 
Hisham Nazer said today world 
oil prices would rebound if Opec 
states adhered to their output 
quotas and refrained from offer- 
ing price discounts in a weak oil 
market. 

"Opec at present is passing 
tiirough the same circumstances 
it experienced during the same 
period of last year," Nazer was 

quoted as saying by the slate-run ‘ 

Saudi Press Agency. 

But, he added, “there is noth- 
ing that would prevent it from 
overcoming them (circumstan- 
ces) again Ibis year." 

Excessive production by 
producers inside and outside 


thel 3-member Opec. a mild win- 
ter and price discounting have 
caused a sharp decline in world 
oil prices during the first quarter 
of this year. 

Prices 

Prices have been fluctuating 
within a S 1 3 to $ 1 5 a barrel range, 
compared with Opcc's official 
benchmark of$l 8 a barrel. 

The Saudi minister, whose 
country is the world's largest oil 
exporter and Opec's dominant 
power, did not indicate whether 
he supported calls for an emer- 
gency meeting of the organisa- 
tion to stabilise Lhe market. 

Oil industry sources said they 
were awaking a “major announ- 
cement" by Opec's current 


president, Rilwanu Lukman of 
Nigeria tomorrow, which they 
expected to include measures to 
prop up falling prices. 

TTie next ordinary meeting of 
the organisation is scheduled in 
Vienna for June 25. 

Nazer said a key to a return to 
a balance between supply and 
demand was a strict adherence lo 
production quotas and an end to 
price discounting. 

Stability 

However, in an evident call for 
non-Opec producers to con- 
tribute in oil market stability, 
Nazer said Saudi Arabia was in 
"constant consultations" with 
all producers inside and outside 
Opec to “reach the best means to 


balance supply and demand and 
maintain the balance thereaf- 


ter. 


Gulf-based oil industry sour- 
ces said the kingdom's produc- 
tion has dropped dramatically to 
around 2.8 million barrels a day 
during the first week of March, 
rising to around 3.6 million 
ba rrels per day during the second 
week, compared with an Opec 
quota of 4.3 million barrels per 
day. 

However, the sources, who 
closely monitor Saudi produc- 
tion, said the decline did not 
mean a return to Saudi Arabia's 
role as a “swing producer.” 

“I am certain the production 
will pick up again, as it has done 


in the past," sad a senior Japan- 
ese oil executive. 

The sources estimated current 
Opec production between 16.7 to 
17 million barrels per day with 
most of the overproduction com- 
ing from Iraq, which has refused 
a quota that is not equal to Iran's 
2.3 million barrels per day. 

At its last meeting in Decem- 
ber. Opec set a production ceiling 
of 15.06 million barrels per day 
for all members except Iraq to 
stabilise prices at around $18 a 
barrel. 

Iraq's current production is 
estimated at 2.5 million barrels 
per day compared with around 2 
million barrels per day pumped 
by Iran 


Saudi bank profits show tentative signs of recovery 


BAHRAIN, March 21, 
(Reuter): Saudi Arabia's joint- 
venture banks, hamstrung by 
bad and doubtful loar& have 
shown the first signs of breaking 
a four-year cycle of slumping 
profits, but bankers say 1 988 still 
promises to be a difficult year. 

Earnings in 1986 fell to the 
lowest level since the start of the 
decade, but in past weeks four 
banks have declared higher 1 987 
profits and some now feel con- 
fident they can set aside lower 
loan provisions. 

“It is a very patchy picture,” 
said* one banker. "Many banks 
carried on lending too long into 
the Saudi recession and are still 
paying the price ... but a few have 
come through the worst." 

After years of grappling with 
payments problems on lending 
to Saudi Arabia's recession-hit 
private sector, a few of the nine 
joint-venture banks have now. 
built up provisions of around 25 


per cent ofl oans and the strain on 
profits is easing. 

But bankers caution many 
banks still look under-provided 
with loan reserves around 10 per 
cent, basic earnings are-weak and 
opportunities to lap new busi- 
ness in Saudi Arabia limited. 

“There was also a lot of pres- 
sure on banks lo turn in better 
results lo restore confidence in 
the banking system," said one 
Gulf-based banker. “It is dif- 
ficult to say how cosmetic profit 
rises are. but there is no doubt 
some banks are doing better." 

Decline 

So far seven of the joint-ven- 
ture banks have published 1987 
results. The four reporting a rise 
in earnings include Lhe largest. 
Saudi American Bank, which 
declared an 1 1 .6 per cent gain in 
neL profit to 90.1 million riyals 
($24 million). 

But Al-Bank Al-Saudi Al- 
Fransi, or "Saudi French,” saw a 


32.1 per cent decline and two, 
Saudi British Bank and United 
Saudi Commercial Bank 
(USCB), were in the red. 

Bankers say the two joint-ven- 
tures still to report may also show 
a loss — Bank Al-Jazira and the 
ailing Saudi Cairo Bank which is 
receiving a 300 million riyal ($80 
million) capital injection from 
the Saudi government in a rescue 
package. 

Bahrain's offshore banks have 
been hit by non-performing 
loans Lo Latin America and set 
aside heavy provisions in 1 987 to 
boost cover lo about 20 per cent 
of Third World debt. 

Saudi Arabia's banks in con- 
trast concentrated their lending 
during the late 1970s and early 
1980s on domestic companies 
but also ran into problems, with 
recoveries complicated by dis- 
putes over Islamic law and the 
Western concept of interest 
payments. 


Bankers calculate the average 
level of provisions at the seven 
banks which have reported so far 
has risen to about 13 per cent 
from 10.3 per cent at the end of 
1986. USCB, smallest and youn- 
gest of the banks, says it has 
covered 27 per cent of loans. 

Bankers say they are 
encouraged that the Saudi gover- 
nment appears to be tackling 
deep-sealed problems is the ban- 
king system caused by problem 
loans to the private sector. 

Stake 

The infusion of funds for 
Saudi Cairo doubles its capital 
and is being put up by thegovern- 
ment-owned public investment 
fund in what one banker des- 
cribed as being “tantamount to a 
government bail-out.” 
it dilutes the stake of the 
bank's foreign partner Banque 
du Caire Lo 20 per cent from 40 
per cent. Saudi Cairo declared a 
59.7 million riyal ($16 million) 


1986 loss, the biggest ever for a 
joint-venture. 

A government- backed 
tribunal set up under the Saudi 
Arabian Monetary Agency — 
the Central Bank — to hear loan 
disputes between banks and deb- 
tors has often found in favour or 
banks since it began hearings in 
earnest at the end of last year. 

Bankers also say government 
payments to contractors have 
speeded up in the past few mon- 
ths, allowing some private sector 
companies to service their debt 
more easily. 

Bankers say Saudi American, 
owned 60 per cent by Saudi 
nationals and 40 per cent by 
Citibank, is now probably over 
the worst of its problems with 
non-performing loans. 

Arab National Bank has also 
managed to steer clear of 
problem loans and increased its 

1 987 net profit by 32.3 per cent to 
201 .2 million riyals ($54 million).

KONSTANZ. West Germany, 
March 21 , (Reuter): Trade mini- 
sters from 30 nations failed in 
weekend talks to make sig- 
nificant progress towards an 


September 1986 under the ausp- 
ices of the General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade (GATT). 

The four-year negotiations to

Industrial production, almost 
non-existent in the early 1 970s, is 
an important sector of the econ- 
omy and grew eight per cent a 
year between 1981 and 1986 
according to the Emirates Indus- 
trial Bank. 

Credit fuelling the private sec- 
tor stood at an all-time high of 
$10.8 billion at the end of 
October 1987, against $9.7 
billion a year earlier, a Dubai 
Chamber of Commerce report 
said. 

Government efforts to reduce 
dependence on the oil sector are 
“reaping rich dividends", it said. 

UAE ofl income rose to $8.8 
billion in 1987 from seven billion 


statistics show. 

The rise was due entirely to 
higher ofl prices, as the non-oil 
sector also grew. In the decade to 
1987, the oil sector’s GDP share 
plunged to 37.5 per cent from 
53.8 per cent. 

Despite the drive to diversify, a 
study by the Gulf Organisation 
of Industrial Consulting in Jan- 
uary showed that the UAE was 
using only 68 per cent of its 
productive capacity. 

But this compared well with 63 
per cent for Saudi Arabia, 60 per 
cent for Kuwait and 54 per cent 
for Bahrain. 

UAE showpieces of diver- 
sification include Adnoc's down- 
stream oil industry, the Dubai 
dry dock. 

An Adnoc fertiliser subsidiary 
came on stream in 1984, and the 
$350 milli on plant delivered a 
first load of 14,000 tons of sul- 
phur to Japan the following year.

The plant can produce 2,500 
tonnes per day of ammonia and 
urea from offshore gas. Another 
subsidiary produces nearly 
60,000 tonnes per year of 
chemical salts and acids. 

Investors have flocked to the 
$2 billion Jebel Ali free trade 
zone, founded three years ago. 

Offering full ownership of 
plants, repatriation of profits 
and good facilities for storage 


related manufacturers. 

Scores of inquiries about the 
zone are outstanding, official 
say. 

Dubai’s large dry dock, dub- 
bed a white elephant when it 
opened in 1983, is another suc- 
ces. Two weeks ago it reported a 
46 per cent increase in turnover 
for 1 987 over the year before wi th 
155 ships repaired, including 
many casualties of the Gulf tan- 
ker war. 

The 1 26 major ships handled 
had a combined tonnage of 12.7 
million tonnes and included -40 
vessels of Vice (very large crude 
carrier), size, an official press 
release said. 

Hailed 

Dubai hailed 1987 the best 
year for its aluminium plant since 
it opened in 1979. Spurred by 
rising world prices, it produced 
155,800 tonnes of the metal and ' 
sold most of it to 22 countries 
including Japan, Lhe United 
States, Taiwan and South Korea. 

The UAE is also trying to 
boost tourism earnings, offering 
cosmopolitan cities, luxury 
hotels, spectacular desert scen- 
ery. and a varied cultural 
heritage spanning 5,000 years. 

“We are not a mass tourism 
market We want wealthy mid- 
dle-class Europeans and more 
Gulf Arabs Lo come," a senior 
tourism official said. 


Latin ‘debt strategy has turned corner’ 


CARACAS, March 21, 
(Reuter): The Reagan adminis- 
tration believes that the strongest 
economic weapon of the Latin 
American debtor countries — 
the debt moratorium — has been 
tried and discredited. US govern- 
ment officials said yesterday. 

The officials, attending the 
annual meeting of the Inter- 
American Development Bank 
(IADB), said they believed the 
debt crisis had turned a critical 
corner and that the strategy 
unveiled by Treasury Secretary 
James Baker two and a half years 
ago and refined since had been 
more successful than was gen- 
erally recognised. 

The officials said Brazil had 
tried cutting off payments and in 
the end concluded that the 
moratorium carried too high a 
cost by shutting off new asas- 


paym exits on its debt to commer- 
cial banks and to seek a new 
economic programme with the 
International Monetary Fund 
(IMF) suggested this weapon

“That Is an enormously 
positive development for the 
debt strategy," one source sard.

They said the lack of success of 
Mexico's so-called bonds-for- 
debt deal was another indication 
the banks preferred to continue 
holding on to the Mexican debt, 
in part because they planned to 
continue a long-term relation- 
ship with the country. 

Other US officials attending 
the conference, including Assis- 
tant Treasury Secretary David 
Mulford, said in interviews with 
Reuters that a global solution to 
the debt strategy was not needed. 

•The case for that is even 
weaker than it was a few months 


ago,” Mulford said. 

The US officials attending the 
meeting also made it clear they 
will stand in the way of any new 
funding for the Inter-American 
Development Bank until it 
agrees to profound changes in its 
lending procedures. 

The United States wants the 
bank to give more voting power 
to the countries that provide the 
funds, allowing Washington a 
virtual veto over loans. 

The dispute has held up 
approval on about $23 billion in 
new funding, critically needed by 
Latin countries. 

A brief statement by Allen 
Wallis, US undersecretary of 
state for economic affairs, tor- 
pedoed any hope that the two- 
year-old funding dispute bet- 
ween the United States and the 
Latin American debtor countries 
would be resolved quickly.

TOKYO, MARCH 18, REUTER - SHARE PRICES CLOSED HIGHER IN 
ROBUST TRADE, ALTHOUGH OPTIMISM FOLLOUING NEWS OF A 
SMALLER-TKAN- EXPECTED U.S. JANUARY TRADE DEFICIT WAS LATER 
TEMPERED BY COMMENTS BY BANK OF JAPAN GOVERNOR SATOSHI SUMITA 
THAT THE STOCK MARKET WAS RISING TOO QUICKLY, BROKERS SAID. 

"SUMITA' S COMMENTS TOOK THE STEAM OUT OF THE MARKET," SAID 
BROKER ROBERT KARR OF NEW JAPAN SECURITIES. 

THE NIKKEI INDEX ROSE 93.97 POINTS, OR 0.36 PCT. TO 
25,966.26, AFTER BRIEFLY TOPPING 26,000 IN MORNING TRADE. IT 
CLIMBED 167.86 POINTS ON THURSDAY. RISES LED FALLS FIVE TO 
FOUR IN TURNOVER OF 1.2 BILLION SHARES AGAINST 1.1 BILLION. 

SECURITIES HOUSE, COMMUNICATIONS, NON-LIFE INSURANCE, 

BANK. ELECTRICAL. PHARMACEUTICAL, GAS, RAILWAY/BUS AND

Gulf petrochemical experts 
discuss joint tanker fleet 


ABU DHABI, March 21, (AP): 
Experts of the Gulf Cooperation 
Council started a three-day meet- 
ing today to discuss ways ofbo os- 
tine the marketing prospects for 
their developing petrochemical 
industry. 

On the agenda is a proposal to 
set up their own petrochemical 
tanker fleet. 

Conference sources said that 
proposals include fully owned 
fleet ora parlidpation agreement 
with a specialised shipping firm. 
The move was prompted by 
increasing transport costs, said 
the sources who spoke on condi- 
tion they not be named. 

The meeting, comprising 
petrochemical experts from 
Saudi Arabia. Kuwait Bahrain, 
Qatar. Oman and the UAE. can 
only recommend a proposal to 
higher authorities in each coun- 
try, the sources said. 

The six nations are members of 
the GCC. an economic and 
security alliance.

The experts also were expected 
to discuss the differences with the 
European Economic Commun- 
ity over import tariffs, concen-

The Central Bank continued 
Sunday’s purchases of three- 
month treasury bills to return 
some liquidity to the market after 
it had sold paper on Saturday. 

Fixed-period deposits were 
fairly active, trading unchanged 
from Sunday at a uniform 5-1/4, 
4-3/4 per oent for one-month to 
one-year funds, dealers said. 

Firmer 

The Central bank adjusted its 
dinar exchange rate firmer to 
0.27508/18 to the dollar from 
0.27552/62 on Sunday. Commer- 
cial banks quoted rates of 
0.27515/20. 

Meanwhile, Saudi riyal inter- 
bank deposits were mixed yester- 
day in a quiet market, with high ' 
liquidity exerting downward 
pressure on short-term rates and 
some fixed periods edging up in 
response to firmer US interest 
rates. 

Dealers said there was some 
activity in day-to-day funds but 
trade focused on arbitrage deals 
fuelled by demand for cheap 
dollars. - - 

Riyal deposits often closely 
track dollar interest rates but 
usually lag behind, creating an 
interest rate differential between 
the two currencies. There was no 
further news on an anticipated 
issue this year of up to 30 mln 
riyals of Saudi government 
bonds.

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Saudis 
to increase 
capacity 
of pipeline 
to Red Sea 


NICOSIA, Cyprus, March 21, 
(AP): Saudi Arabia will increase 
the capacity of a pipeline trans- 
porting crude oil from fields on 
the Gulf to a port on the Red Sea 
by SS per cent, an oil newsletter 
reported today. 

Expansion of the cross-coun- 
try facility to S million barrels a 
day “will make Saudi Arabia vir- 
tually independent of the Gulf 
for its crude oil exports, if the 
need arises,” the Middle East 
Economic Survey reported. 

The pipeline presently has a 
capacity of 3.2 million barrels a 
day. 

Expansion 

The publication, citing auth- 
oritative Saudi sources, said the 
expansion will be accomplished 
entirely by expanding and 
upgrading pumping facilities 
and will not require laying of new 
pipe. Bids for the project were 
invited to be submitted by mid- 
March. 

No completion date was given. 

Saudi Arabia's exports are 
currently about 4 million barrels 
a day, according to a production 
quota set by the Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries, 
though its production capacity is 
more than double this amount 

The newsletter said the Saudi 
project substantially upgrades 
the Red Sea as one of the world's 
oil exporting centres. 

Iraq sends about I milli on 
barrels a day across Saudi Arabia 
-to the Red Sea at present and is 
expanding the pipeline network 
to a capacity of 1.6 barrels a day 
by September, 1989. 

“A plan for a pipeline linking 
Kuwait to the Red Sea coast of 
Saudi Arabia is also reported to 
be under consideration,” the 
Middle East Economic Survey 
reported. 


Unesco chief 
acts to cut 
expenditure 


HARARE, March 21, (Reuter): 
Unesco director-general 
Federico Mayor said today that 
he had introduced tough aus- 
terity measures to control the 
organisation's spending. 

The United Nations 
Educational, Scientific and Cul- 
tural Organisation had been 
criticised for alleged financing 
mismanagement under former 
director-general Mahatar 
M'Bow. 

Mayor, who took over last 
year, told an airport news con- 
ference he had reduced the num- 
ber of meetings, slashed paper- 
work and cut official - trips. 

He said the Unesco general 
conference had asked him to 
make economies of $2 million 
between November 16 and 
December 31 last year to avoid a 
deficit. 


Measures 


“And this we made because I 
adopted very sharp measures of 
austerity concerning meetings 
that have been reduced in num- 
ber and length by 25 per cent and 
by reducing all kinds of 
documentation by 50 per cent 

“I also adopted some 
measures concerning travel and 
all the activities of the organisa- 
tion have been sharply reduced,” 
he said. 

Asked about members who 
have withdrawn from Unesco, 
Mayor said he had written to 
them asking them to return. 

The United States and Britain 
left Unesco complaining the 
organisation had come under 
strong left-wing influence by 
Third World members.

LONDON, March 21, (Reuter): 
Oil prices rose briskly today and 
the price of gold followed them 
up as investors scented a whiff of 
inflation in the air.. 

Crude from the North Sea 
Brent field, a good barometer of 
the international spot market, 
changed hands as high as Si 5.35 
a barrel for loading in May — up 
40 cents from Friday. 

US crude oil futures jumped to 
S17. 

Gold was fixed for the after- 
noon in the London bullion 
market at S449.25 an ounce and 
was later quoted above 450. That 
was S7 above Friday's price. 

Boosted 

Traders cited various factors 
for a rebound in ofl prices which 
have been weak lately because of 
an oversupply. 

News that Saudi Arabia was 
consulting other producers hel- 


ped the price, they said. 

New York traders said crude 
oil futures were boosted by the 
escalation of the tanker war in 
the Gulf over the weekend. 

Also, the market awaited a 
news conference on Tuesday by 
Nigerian Oil Minister Rilwanu 
T . nkman. the president of Opec, 
amid speculation ‘ that may be 
followed by a meeting of the 
organisation's- ministerial price 
committee. _ „ 

Easier 

Oil Minister Arturo Hernan- 
dez Grisanti ofVenezuela did not 
rule out such a meeting to con- 
sider action to support prices. - 

Among stock markets, Tokyo 
was dosed for Japan's Spring 
Equinox Holiday while Wail 
Street showed early declines 
which took the Dow Jones indus- 
trial average down 24 points to 
2,064. 

New York analysts cited an 


easier dollar and a weak lead by 
the London Stock Market, 
where the FTSE index of 100 
British blue chips was down 14 at 
just above 1,840 in mid-after- 
noon. 

London brokers said the 
weakness on Wall Street in turn 
dragged British shares down in 
London's afternoon. French 
, shares drifted lower, Paris brok- 
ers said, and the Frankfurt Bour- 
se's FAZ index dosed down 3.8 
at 472.57 points after a thin ses- 
sion. 

Rise 

In Asia, blue chips dosed 
barely changed in Hong Kong 
where the Hang Seng index 
ended 4.8 down at 2,602.80 
points. 

But Sydney stocks extended a 
strong rally that took the Aus- 
tralian all-ordinaries index up 
18.2 to close at 1,432.2 points. 
The market had risen four per 


cent last week. 

Brokers said gains were made 
across-the-board today but lead- 
ing industrials came off their best 
towards the day’s end. 

“The market did run out of 
steam towards tbe end of trading, 
but you can't have a 25-point rise 
every day without taking a 
breather,” one said. 

Among currencies, the dollar 
eased then steadied just under 
127 yen at 1.69 marks. Sterling, 
the star performer lately, was 
steady around S1.83 and just 
above 3.09 marks. 

Despite a cut from nine to 8.5 
per cent last Thursday, British 
base interest rates remain 
relatively high and continue to 
attract funds. 

“I think the probability is that 
the market does have another go 
at 3.10 (marks),” said Mark 
Brett, economist at Barclays De 
ZoeteWedd.

Bid to strengthen GATT 


Ministers fail to make progress on agriculture 


CONSTANCE, West Germany, 
March 2 1 , (AP): Trade Ministers 
from 27 countries ended infor- 
mal talks yesterday with a pledge 
to strengthen the 95-nation Gen- 
eral Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade (Oatt). 

But the officials failed to agree 
on agriculture policy during tbe 
three-day meeting. The deadlock 
on agriculture policy is seen as a 
crucial issue in current world 
trade talks, scheduled to last four 
years. 

“There was no movement of 
positions at all,” Australian 
Trade Minister Michael Duffy 
said after the meeting, which 
included trade ministers from the 
United States, Japan and the 
European Economic Commun- 
ity (EEC). 

The United States insists that 
all agricultural subsidies should 
be abolished worldwide by the 
year 2000. The EEC maintains it 
will join in substantial cuts in 


agricultural subsidies, but rejects 
the long-term US proposal 

The third big player in tbe 
agriculture policy debate is the 
13-country Cairns Group, the 
non-aligned, free-trade-oriented 
of agricultural exporters whose 
agriculture reform proposal calls 
for both short-term measures to 
freeze subsidies and long-term 
reform. 

Duffy said he outlined the 
Cairns Group proposal, first 
revealed last month, to the mini- 
sters attending the meeting, but 
added that he got little response 
from the EEC or the United 
States. 

Reforms 


“Although on the substantive 
level no progress was made, 
everybody seems willing to con- 
tinue working to resolve the 
issue,” De Clercq said. 

US Trade Representative 
Clayton Yeutter said tbe Cairns 
Group proposal focused too 
much on short-term reforms. 

“That’s not good enough for 
us,” Yeutter said, adding that the 
United States will release an 
official reaction to the plan soon. 


Talks 


Willy de Clercq, the EEC com- 
missioner for external affairs, 
said the Cairns Group proposal 
might present “an opening^ for 
further negotiations. ‘There 
should be a way to find common 
ground,” be told reporters. 


Failure to reach some 
agreement on agriculture policy 
by December, when trade mini- 
sters will assess progress at the 
half-way mark in the current 
round of talks, would be “disas- 
trous,” Duffy said. 

West German Economics 
Minister Martin Bangemann 
described the mood among the 
ministers as “excellent” and said 
ministers had agreed that a num- 


ber of issues would be ready for 
“early harvest” by the mid-term, 
review in Montreal in December. 

The ministers decided to meet 
for more informal talks in Pakis- 
tan in early October, Bangemann 
said. 

They agreed to improve 
GATTs surveillance of world 
trade practices, as well as its 'dis- 
pute settlement process. GATT 
should encourage greater 
cooperation with the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund (IMF) 
and the World Bank, they said. 

On suggestion that won strong 
praise for the ministers was to 
introduce voluntary arbitration 
as an alternative to the regular 
dispute settlement process, Ban- 
gemann said. 

The ministers also agreed that 
trade in textiles should again be 
governed by GATT regulations 
once the current multi-fiber 
agreement (MFA) expires in 
1991, he said.

main towns. 

But they also provide small 
loans, which would otherwise be 
difficult for many people to raise 
in a country with an income per 
capita of less than $300 a year, 

and are thus an important source 

of funds for bousing and fann- 
ing. 

Supervision 

Each bank operates within 
only one commune or parish, 
and clients are also shareholders 
who elect manag ement and staff. 
Local folk therefore identify 
closely with their bank. 

While outsiders are allowed to 
open accounts, they may not 
become shareholders. 

People’s Banks, which are 
subject to government superv- 
ision, have so far been set up in 87 
of Rwanda’s 143 co mmun es, 
with eight to 10 opening each 

yearin response to local demand. 

The network boasted 157,000 


customers at the end of 1987 and 
deposits of 2.82 billion francs— 
38 million —just over 10 percent 

of alldeposits in Rwanda’s bank- 
ing system- 

The first cooperative bank was 
set up in 1975 after the govern- 
ment realised some 40 per cent of 
all cash in circulation was sta- 
shed away in savings outside the 
franking system. 

In 1986, they lent sums worth s 
total $6.8 million to more than 
1 9,500 people, with loans averag- 
ing just over $500.

Although People’s Banks have 
also opened in the large towns — fc 
there are four in the capital, 
Kigali — 89 per cent of their 
credit in 1986 went to customers 
in the countryside. 

The People's Banks pay three 
per cent interest on current 
accounts, half the deposit rate 
offered by commercial banks. 


Syrian oil output soars 


NICOSIA, Cyprus, March 21. 
(AP): Syria’s oil production has 
risen dramatically because of a 
big increase in output from the 
Al-Tayyim field and is likely to be 
boosted further by new dis- 
coveries, the Middle East Econ- 
omic Survey reported today. 

The respected oil industry 
newsletter, published in Nicosia, 
said output at A1 Tayyim in nor- 
theast Syria rose from 60,000 
barrels a day to 106,000 barrels 
after two outlying fields were 
hooked into production 
pipelines. 

increase 

That would put Syrian 
production at around 275,000 
barrels a day. 

The weekly said that the light, 
low-sulphur crude was being 


pumped to a state-owned refin- 
ery at Homs, 100 miles (160 
kilometres) north of Damascus. 

The production increase, 
along with at least three new dis- 
coveries, was expected to make 
Syria an oil exporter by the end of 
the year, a major boost for the 
country’s troubled economy. 

With a domestic consumption 
of around 220,000 barrels a day, 
Syria’s modest export capacity 
would belp-Damascus cope with 
an estimated foreign debt of at 
least $3 billion. 

The increase in oil production 
could also have far-reaching 
political effects. 

Apart from the Al-Tayyim 
output, Syria produces around 
170,000 barrels a day of heavy 
crude from older fields such as 


Suwaidiyah in the northeast. , 

The newsletter said that the 
most promising new discovery is 
at Omar, northeast of A1 Tayyim. 
It said preliminary estimates 
indicateda daily output of 50,000 
barrels, possibly rising later to 
100.000 barrels aday. 

Network 

Once tbe field is developed, it 
will be hooked into the Al- 
Tayyim production network. 

The survey reported two other 
discoveries near Omar, but said 
these were still be assessed and 
there was no hard information 
available on them. 

President Hafez Assad 
announced two weeks ago that 
the Syrians have made “new oil 
discoveries,” but did not 
elaborate.

Nigerian state oil company 
to become commercial enterprise 


KADUNA, Nigeria, March 21, 
(Reuter): Nigeria said today that 
with immediate effect its state oil 
company would become an 
autonomous, fully commercial 
enterprise. 

“From now onwards, the 
Nigerian National Petroleum 
Corporation (NNPQ will be fin- 
ancially autonomous in its 
operations,” military President 
General Ibrahim Babangida said 
at the official opening of a petro- 
chemicals plant in this northern ‘ 
city. 

“The NNPC has been reor- 
ganised to become a commer- • 
dally integrated, international 
oil company,” he added. 

Move 

Ofl company officials attend- 
ing the ceremony said the move 
meant NNPC would be free to 
determine its own domestic and 
international oil polides, includ- 
ing product pridng. 

Commercialisation of the cor- 
poration is in tune with Nigeria’s 
economic reform programme 
which advocates a steady reduc- 
tion of government involvement 
in the economy. 

Babangida said NNPC, which 
employs about 17,000 people 
and is responsible for more than 
70 per cent of the country's 
foreign earnings, would engage 
in exploration, production, 
processing and marketing of 
crude oil and gas. 

Prices 

NNPC officials said the firm, 
which was hitherto controlled by 
the Ministry of Petroleum 
Resources, would be split into 
several companies with respon- 
sibility for different sectors. 

Higher domestic petrol prices 
in Nigeria seem a likely con- 
sequence of the NNPC move, 
economic analysts in Lagos said. 

The military government has 
wanted to raise pump prices 
which at nine US cents a litre (41 
cents a gallon) are among the 
lowest in the world — for mon- 
ths, but has held back in the face 
of opposition from trade unions 
and tbe press. 

But with a 1988 estimated bud- 
get deficit of 8.6 billion naira 
(about $2 billion), the need for 


more revenue is pressing, and 
both the International Monetary 
Fund (IMF) and Nigeria's wes- 
tern creditors are pressing for a 
hefty increase. 

While preparing to go com- 
mercial, NNPC has sought 
equity interests in refineries and 
other downstream operations 
abroad. 

Babangida said arrangements 
had been concluded with part- 
ners to refine agreed quantities of 
Nigerian crude. He did not name 
the partners but oil industry 
sources said at least six such 
agreements were ready for sign- 
ing. 

Tbe President remarked: 
“Towards this goal, a two-train 
plant which can produce a max- 
imum of 4.5 million tonnes per 
annum is being proposed." 
adding that with the commis- 
sioning of the country's fourth 
refinery at port Harcourt next 
year, Nigeria would soon be an 
exporter of gas. 

Initiatives 

Babangida urged Nigerian 
engineers, scientists and enter- 
preneurs to offer fresh initiatives 
which could ensure rapid, viable 
and sustainable exploitation of 
the country's natural resources. 

He called on the private sector 
and foreign investors to par- 
ticipate in the LNG programme, 
particularly in the installation of 
.an effective distribution net- 
work. 

This, he observed, would help 
to reduce tbe extensive use of 
wood and kerosene for cooking 
and other domestic purposes. 

The fCwale-Okpai plant has a 
capacity to reinject about 80 
milli on standard cu. ft and 20,000 
barrels of condensate daily. 

Support 

He pledged to maintain 
Nigeria's support for the Organ- 
isation of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries, of which it is a mem- 
ber, and to promote dialogue 
between producers and con- 
sumers. 

“We shall do so to help stabil- 
ise the world ofl market,” he 
added. Nigeria occupies a central 
role in global ofl affairs, both as a 
leading producer and because 


Oil Minister Rilwanu Lukman is 
current Opec chairman. 

He said part of Nigeria’s 
strategy for dealing with the 
intensely volatile state of the oil 
market was to boost its capacity 
for storing crude. “Our objective 
is to install a production system 
which can hold something in 
excess of two million barrels a 
day,” Babangida said. 

Lukman is due to address a 
news conference in Lagos on 
Tuesday. 

World oil markets have reac- 
ted anxiously amid speculation 
about what he might announce 
to try to firm depressed crude 
prices, including the possibility 
of calling a special meeting of 
Opec's price committee. 

Lukman himself has given no 
hint that he might convene the 
committee. On the contrary, he 
has pledged that as long as he is 
chairman Opec would not be 
panicked into precipitate action 
by market pressure.

Hong Kong reduces 
dependence on US market 


HONG KONG, March 21, 
(UPI): The United States has 
long been Hong Kong’s leading 
market, bnt the falling dollar and 
the threat of protectionism is for-, 
cmg exporters to look further 
afield for sales. 

With nearly 40 per cent of its 
products going across the 
Pacific, the British colony’s 
export-oriented economy hinges 
on the US economic climate. 

If that falters, so could Hong 
Kong. 

Officials fear that a recession 
in the United States on the heels 
of the October stock market 
collapse could cause a major 
drop in Hong Kong’s exports due 
to curtailed consumer spending. 

Increased sales to Europe and 
Japan last year paved the way for 
Hong Kong to lessen its depen- 
dency on the United States, a 
scenario welcomed by the Trade 
Development Council, the 
colony’s quasi-govemmental 
trade promoter. . 

Profitable 

“We consider Japan a cru cial 
market for Hong Kong because 
we know we must try to cut ©in- 
dependence on the United 
States,” said Frank Wingate, 
spokesman for the council. “The 
United States is still a tag market, 
but at tbe same time there are 
other markets that are more 
profitable.” 

He conceded that the TDC had 
a hand in persuading exporters 
they should look beyond the US 
market by educating them on 
how to trade with Japan and 
other countries. 

Wingate, just back from a 
trade mission in Japan with 
Governor Sir David Wilson, said 
the TDC also has set up trade 
shows in Europe and Japan to ' 
help drum upsalesofHongKong 
products. 

Concerns 

Statistics show that Hong 
Kong's exports to the United 
States fell to 37.3 percent of total 
exports in 1987 from 4 1.7 per cent 
in 1986. 

At the same time, exports to 
Japan jumped 53 per cent and 
exports to Europe climbed 35 per 
cent 


Although Japan took in only 
4.9 percent of Hong Kong’s total 
exports and the European Econ- 
omic Community absorbed 21.6 
per cent last year, both are major 
growth areas. 

“Our concern starts with the 
vulnerability which goes with 
concentration on vety few mark- 
ets and few types of products," 
said Tony MHUer, deputy director 
of trade. 

About 40 per cent of Hong 
Kong's exports are textiles, 
whose manufacture employs 
nearly an equal percentage of the 
workforce. - - 

“This sort of concern is given 
added point every time protec- 
tionism rears it head in one form 
or another in tbe United States,” 
Miller said. 

Constantly promoting! tself as 
a free market, Hong Kong has 
been shouting into the wind to 
the US Congress about not being 
included in protectionist 
measures aimed at Asian econ- 
omic powerhouses such as Japan 
and South Korea. 

But Miller and Wingate said 
Hong Kong was not bitter that 
. Washington ’ recently lifted 
special duty treatment for Hong 
Kong and other Asian nations 
under the generalised system of 
preferences. 

The programme was set up to 
- help developing nations get a 
solid start in US trade, but Miller 
conceded Hong Kong already 
had developed its trade enough 
to do without special treatment

While the United States is tigh- 
tening measures against imports, 
Japan is slowly making life easier 
for those selling in its lucrative 
market reducing tariffs and 
administrative barriers.

Growing 
almost everywhere, grass 
stops the soil being washed 
away when it rains on hill- 
sides and steep slopes. 




Where to find die pangolin 
This very strange mammal 
lives id the dense 
equatorial jungles of Asia 
and is common in the 
islands of Malaysia. 
Another type of pangolin 
makes its homes in the 
forests of Africa. 

The pangolin is a shy, 
harmless, nocturnal 
animal with a long body up 
to a metre in length which 
resembles the anteater. It 
has a small head, short legs 
and a thick tail which is 
always curled up like a 
question mark. The skin of 
its throat and the under- 
parts of the body is soft, 
but the rest of the pan- 
golin’s body is covered in 
hard, horny, yellowish- 
brown scales which are so 
made that the pangolin can 
roll itself up into a ball 
when it is frightened or in 
danger. 

The name ‘pangolin’ 
comes from a Javanese 
word meaning ‘the animal 
that rolls up into a ball’. 
The pangolin, which has 
no teeth uses its long, 
sticky, snake-like tongue 
to scoop up ants and ter- 
mites, insects that provide 
its only food. The pangolin 
also has very strong claws 
on its forefeet, but it uses 
these onlyfortearingdown 
anthills to force the insects 
out into the open ground. 



Magic tricks 

Foldaway 

The iHuskra: 

A borrowed coin is placed on a piece of paper, which is 
them folded and placed on another paper. Both papers 
are folded into a third paper. When they are unfolded, the 
coin has vanished ana in its place is an IOU! 

The preparation: 

You need five sheets ofplain paper. Cutoneintoan8-l/ 
2’’ square. Cut two into 6-1/2” squares. Cut two others 
into 4-1/2” 

Take the largest piece and 2” up from the bottom edge, 
fold the edge up toward the centre (1). Fold the top edge 
all the way down to meet the bottom crease (2). About 2- 
1 /4” in from the left edge, fold that edge over toward the 
right (3). Then fold the right edge over to meet the left 
crease (4). 

In the same way, the two smallest pieces are folded up I / 
2” from the bottom, and the top edge brought down to 
meet the bottom crease; then over 3/4" from the left edge, 
with the right edge folded over to the left crease. Take one 
of the middle-sized pieces and, at a point 1-1/2” from the 
bottom edge, fold the bottom edge up toward the centre. 
Fold the top edge down to meet the bottom crease. At a 
point I - 1 /2” in from the left edge fold it over to the right, 
and then fold the right edge all the way to the left crease. 
Do the same with the other middle-sized piece and then 
glue them back to back. As you do sojnake sure that the 
creases of the smaller flaps are together (5). 


Open the two sides of the middle-sized sections and put 
one of the smallest sections in each one. However, each of 
the smallest sections is turned over so its solid back is 
uppermost when you fold the middle section over it. The 
middle section is men folded inside the large section.

Tyson KO’s Tubbs to retain world title 


TOKYO, March 21, (Reuter): 
Undisputed world heavyweight 
boxing champion Mike Tyson 
knocked out Tony Tubbs in the 
second round of their titlefight in 
Tokyo today to retain his title. 

Tyson. 21. felled the older and 
heavier Tubbs with a ferocious 
left hook two minutes and 54 
seconds into the second round of 
'the fight in front of 51 ,000 people 
at Tokyo's Big Egg stadium. 

It was Tyson's . 34lh victory 
and his 30th knockout. He is still 
unbeaten. 

The three judges, one 
American and two Japanese, 
scored the first round as a draw. 
Bui in the second round, Tyson 
suddenly over-powered Tubbs, 
30, with a series of well-placed 
punches to the head and body. 

Took 

Tyson is estimated to have ear- 
ned between S5 million and $10 
million from the fight, while 
Tubbs took home $500,000. 

Asked later how he felt, Tyson 
said: “it was just another fight. I 
was hoping to get it over wiLh 
quick." 

“Tubbs was fast but I avoided 
the punches and came back at 
him," he added. 

The outcome had been widely 
expected because ofTubbs's con- 
sistent problems with weigh L 

At every public appearance, he 
looked to be losing the battle of 
the bulge and by yesterday's 
weigh-in it was evident he had 
taken a dive on the dieting front. 

The bout, the first heav- 
yweight title fight to be staged in 
Japan since 1973, looked like it 
might be a good fight, for exactly 
one round.

Tubbs started well, landing 
several lefts to Tyson's head, 
which Tyson matched with 
blows and upper cuts to Tubbs's 
body.

At the end of the round, one 
judge scored it 10-9 for Tubbs, 
one 10-9 for Tyson, and the third 
10-all. 

But in the second round. 
Tyson’s youth, speed and 
stamina began to show to their 
best advantage against Tubbs, 
who at 108 kg was some three kg 
above his own fight target of 105 


kg. 

Tubbs scored some blows at 
the beginning of the round, bui 
then Tyson came in with a flurry 
of punches including upper-cuts 
to the body and a left hook to the 
head. 

The weary Tubbs stumbled to 
a neutral corner, then fell, bleed- 
ing from acut above his righteye. 

Two minutes and 54 seconds 
into the second round, Tubbs's 
trainer, O' Del Hadley, jumped 
into the ring and threw in the 
towel.

His sister, RhondaTubbs, told 
Reuters he was not seriously hurt 
and had wanted to continue the 
match, but Lhat trainer Hadley 
felt the fight should stop. 

Despite some complaints by 
theTubbs camp in past days over 
financial and other aspects of its 
treatment, she said no protests 
were planned. 

Tubbs's lawyer Curtis Craw- 
ford told Reuters ahead of the 
fight that Tubbs would gel a 
550,000 bonus promised for his 
being in good shape and said the 
Tubbs camp was satisfied with 
the compensation thus far for 
expenses.
